OT sales but markets is the most im- 
mediate problem before the publisher. 


Not the question of whether the 
traveler shall send in $6000 from ten accounts 
where only $5000 was written up last year, 
or a hundred quantity from a man whose 
largest order before had 
Those are the steps by which totals are built, 
to be sure, and :they are the problems of 
every year and of every sales campaign and 
of every traveler. 

But this year there is something in the air 
that seems to say that the years ahead are 
promising for the book-trade; that there 
may be large expansion coming to American 
publishing and book distribution with new 
demands, new methods, outlets. 

It is a time when the best brains of the pub- 
lishing world should be considerng the prob- 
lem of the great half-tilled areas of this coun- 
try and debating on how they can be made 
to provide a larger consumption of books. 

The Chicago Book Fair is an event which 
visualizes the great problem of markets. Here 
is a large, boastfully prosperous section that 
could more easily increase its absorption of 
books than any other part of the country. It 
is quite true that the section is not wholly 
sold at Chicago. Some publishers have by 
July 7th completed their canvass of the Mid- 
dle West, some leave this selling to the 
Chicago jobber, some cover this territory 
later. It is*not so much that the Fair covers, 
at one time, all the various outlets in the city 
and out (tho it may do that some day) but 
that it is so largely inclusive as to make the 
gathering a very important opportunity for 
the salesmen who exhibit to get in touch 
with a wide variety of buyers. 

What the salesman on the territory gets be- 
sides orders is the chance to compare notes 
on conditions, tendencies and prospects and 
to get that sense of a common cause for the

Old Names and New in Publishing 
features 


NE of the most interesting 
of the business of publishing, both 


abroad and in this country, has been 
the persistence of family names in publishing 
houses. Most notable in this respect has been 
the honored house of John Murray, now car- 
ried on by a fourth scion of the same name, 
with a fifth in sight. The historic house of 
Longmans is another English example of the 
continuity of name andcontrol. In France the 
leading house of Hachette et Cie has at its head 
M. René Fouret, who is a member of the fam- 
ily by marriage, and a younger M. Hachette 
is its leader in the new generation. The names 
of Brockhaus and Baedeker, of Germany, 
afford other examples, and one of the results 
of the war in book associations was the death 
in the first months of battle of Carl Baedeker 
of the present generation and the practical 
lapse of that wonderful series of guide books, 
for which England is already putting for- 
ward a rival. 

In this country persistence of family rela- 
tions with the publishing business is even 
more general, if not so long continuous. The 
honored names of Harper and Appleton, 
representing houses of trade seniority here, 
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tho not yet one hundred years old, still have 
representatives of the third generation of the 
name in their personnel, altho other interests 
have also come into them. The names of Scrib- 
ner, Putnam and Wiley, in this city, and of 
Lippincott, in Philadelphia, designate publish- 
ing families where also the third generation 
is now coming to the front. The house of 
Henry Holt & Co. reached only the second 
generation, but it is understood that its busi- 
ness will in the future be controlled chiefly 
by Mr. Roland Holt and two half-brothers, 
who now come with him to the front, altho 
Henry Holt, like his contemporary, George 
Haven Putnam, is still in effective vigor as 
the chief of the house. 

The one drawback to business enterprises 
in which the law of family succession prevails 
is that less opportunity is afforded to younger 
men who come from outside the family ranks 
into the business, no matter how valuable 
they may become. This, however, is not with- 
out its compensating advantage, for the older 
houses give opportunity for training to young- 
er men, who, in turn, become heads of houses 
in friendly rivalry. Their success gives proof 
that the publishing business, old in honors, 
has still new opportunities for new men. Mr. 
Doubleday’s firm has come in this way to 
large and honorable success, and Mr. Doran is 
another example of successful graduation into 
the open field. The latest important change 
in the publishing firmament is, as previously 
announced, the retirement of Mr. Harcourt 
from the Holt house and the organization o1 
a new and promising firm under his leader- 
ship. He has been one of the most appreci- 
ated and effective men in the trade, as he has 
steadily grown during his years 
with the house in which he has become so 
important a factor, and the trade will give 
him glad welcome in his new relationship, It 
is gratifying to know that the change is of 
friendly character and that the oid house of 
Henry Holt & Co. and the new house of Har- 
court, Howe and Brace will be rivals in a 
friendly sense, and not in unfriendly com- 
petition. In fact, some of the authors whose 
associations with the elder house have come 
in these later years thru Mr. Harcourt, will 
be transferred in a friendly spirit to the new 
firm, and there is every evidence that the 
arrangements will out to the 
of all concerned.

The government puts into effect on 
July ist the second of the yearly in- 
creases in postal charges on periodicals, 
as was provided by the new postal law. 
The yearly cost of mailing The Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly for one year to our 
subscribers will then show increases 
varying from 40% iin the first and 
second zones to 300 and 400% in the 
last zones.

Good Book Making 


It is pleasant to note that American pub- 
lishers are giving special attention to the 
manufacture of the more important and sub- 
stantial war memoirs as they come to print. 
Brand Whitlock’s “Belgium” was most ex- 
cellently manufactured and now comes to hand 
Field-Marshall French’s “1914” from Hough- 
ton Mifflin Company, an octavo well printed, 
with an unusually attractive binding and a 
very effective use of red on the title page. 
It is not easy to set so short a title as this 
successfully and strikingly in title-page com- 
position. 

Sheldon Cheney’s “Open Air Theatre” has 
been very attractively printed by Mitchell 
Kennerley. It is in the characteristic style 
and make-up frequently adopted by this house. 
Illustrations are unsually good and the pres- 
ence of different sizes of photographs on the 
pages has been carefully thought out. 

A successful book in small size with a 
good use of brown ink for initial headings 
and running titles is Harper’s volume en- 
titled “Twelve Lessons from the Seven Pur- 
poses,” by Margaret Cameron. The use of a 
page with ruled margins always seems es- 
pecially suitable for a book of this charac- 
ter 

An interesting cover design has been 
worked out by Knopf for “Wolves” by Alden 
Welch. The contrast of dull red against black 
binding cloth with the same color repeated on 
the paner top of the page proves very effec- 
tive. The type of page adopted and the apt 
chapter headings make it a good’ example of 
12mo. book-making. 

The reprint publishers are not expected to 
compete with the new books in the methods 
of manufacture and so it is interesting to note 
what attractive volumes have been turned 
out in 75c fiction. “Baree, Son of Kazan,” a 
new volume from Grosset & Dunlap is a vol- 
ume as attractive in printing. effect as any 
12mo. It has an extra expense of two page 
insert pictures and the wrapper with its ef- 
tective design and strong color is as good 
as one would expect from any book of fiction.

THE BEGINNINGS OF FIELD DAY

That is, it has been customary all that 
time for book travelers to make Chicago in 
July, but it was only about fourteen yeai 
ago that this assembly was given the name of 
“Book Fair.” This annual exhibit of com- 
petitive and copyright publishers’ fall lines 

va gerng of their representatives 
not only for the purpose of getting the middle 
western trade’s orders, but, true to the best 
traditions of the book business, it has been 
made the occasion for getting together socially 
with the view to gaining the good will and es- 
tablishing the frank, friendly relations between 
publisher and retailer which are necessary for 
the co-operation needed to solve the numerous 
problems which arise from time to time. The 
results have been a gratifying amount of team 
work and the outlook for a future pregnant 
with most optimistic possibilities. To the 
men who have led the way to these improved 
conditions are due the thanks and appreciation 
of both those who have profited in the past 
and the newcomers who are now reaping the 
fruits of this labor. 

Of the “bookmen” who made Chicago when 
the “Book Fair” first came existence 
there are about fifteen who are still promi- 
nent in the trade. “Fred” Nunen, of the 
Britton Co., “Jack” Hopkins, now a publisher 
together with “Billy” Barse, “Al” MacMullen 
with the Dodge Publishing Company, “Brent” 
Vaughan, of Frederick J. Drake & Co., “The” 
Jasper with A. L. Burt Co., George Sully with 
himself & Co., “Ed” Ketcham with Grosset 
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& Dunlap, “Roch” Drake with George H. 
Doran Co., “Bill” Donohue of M. A. Dono- 
hue & Co., George Bachmann, with Thos. 
Nelson & Sons, “Charlie” Duryea with James 
Pott & Co., “Billy” Lee of Reilly & Lee Co., 
“Louw” Adams of Lothrop, Lee & Shepard, and 
“Billy” Edwards with Cupples & Leon. “Uncle 
Jim” McNally, tho no longer actively engaged 
in the commercial pastime of chasing the 
elusive buyer, still takes a decided interest in 
the success of the Fair. 

This is the “Old Guard.” Most of them 
have been in the book business for over thirty 
years. “Jack” Hopkins can claim an entry 
date as early as 1880, thus challenging the 
claim of Seely Conover to the title of oldest 
living bookman. 

As they developed into “big” men in the 
traveling game they were gradually given 
more important territory and by 1895, twelve 
years before the “Book Fair” started, nearly all 
were representing in Chicago the publishers 
with whom they were then connected. Most 
of them have changed their connections since 
then but hardly any have dropped Chicago 
from their itinerary. 

It is customary for them to foregather at 
least once a year—during the “Book Fair” in 
Chicago. Field Day which is held annually 
at the Hinsdale Golf Club has found them 
among those present; never contented to be 
merely members of the party—but always its 
genial spirit.

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PRESENT COPYRIGHT CONDITIONS BETWEEN ENGLAND 
AND AMERICA 


THE COPYRIGHT SITUATION IN ENGLAND 

Major Geo. Haven Putnam who reached 
England early in May has stated the present 
conditions ot copyright matters in a letter to 
the Brjtish Controller-General.

My dear Sir,—I had the honor of calling 
upon you in May last, for the purpose of 
ascertaining what measures might be taken 
which would serve to preserve the copyrights 
of tne books, fnglish and American, which, 
as a result of certain regulations and special 
conditions, had lost their copyrights, at least 
technically, on both sides of the Atlantic. 1 
submitted the following considerations :— 

1. Under the copyright statute in force in 
the United Kingdom prior to 1912, publishers 
were permitted to secure copyright protection 
by making what was called technical publica- 
tion. This could be done thru the sale of 
one or two copies of the book and a formal 
advertisement; and they were then at liberty 
to delay actual publication until the conditions 
were advantageous, more usually until the 
beginning of the next trade season. 

2. Under the provisions of the Act of 1912, 
“technical publication” was no longer per- 
mitted. The Act made requirement for what 
was called bona fide publication, by placing 
in the market adequate supplies of the book 
in question. 

3. Under the war regulations brought into 
force nearly three years back, books were 
included in the list of “luxuries,” the importa- 
tion of which was prohibited. As a result of 
this regulation, it became impracticable to 
place supplies of an American book in the 
British market within the twelve days’ term 
after the date of issue in the country of origin, 
which was required to meet what the law 
called a publication substantially simultaneous. 

4. No similar regulation was put into force 
in the United States, and there has been no 
change since the American Act of 1009 and 
the British Act of 1912 in the copyright status 
in America of books originating in Great 
Britain. 

5. The copyright treaty or arrangement that 
went into force after the enactment of the 
American statute of 1891, provided for “reci- 
procal” protection for books on both sides of 
the Atlantic; but as a result of this prohibi- 
tion of the importation of books into Great 
Britain, the American authors have not been 
able during the last three years, to secure 
copyright protction for their books in Great 
Britain. I pointed out that, under the war 
conditions, the reciprocity obligation of Great 
Britain was not being fulfilled 

6. It was not only. however, the American 
authors who were losing their rights under 
the Copyright arrangements for copyright 
protection in the United Kingdom. A num- 
ber of English authors who were not able. 
under the exceptional book manufacturing 


conditions obtaining during the last three 
years, to secure satisfactory arrangements 


tor the prompt publication of English editions 
of their books, had arranged to place these 
books at once in the hands of American pub- 
lishers for the issue of editions in the United 
States. It was important for them to secure 
at once such returns for their labor as the 
American publishers were prepared to pay, 
and they had not understood, at least in the 
larger number of cases, that in making first 
publication in the United States they were 
forfeiting their property rights in Great Brit- 
ain. It had been their thought that, after 
the special conditions of the war had passed, 
they would still be in a position to secure 
publishing arrangements on this side. 

7. The difficulty in book manufacture which 
stood in the way of the production of author- 
ised editions, fortunately interfered also with 
the production of unauthorised editions. It 
was the case therefore, a year-back, and it 
is still the case, that a considerable number of 
books, English and American, which have 
technically forfeited copyright protection, have 
not been printed by unauthorised reprinters, 
and it is for these books that it should still 
be practicable, under some special measures 
planned to offset this exceptional war diff- 
culty, to secure continued property rights for 
the authors. 

8. I suggest that the difficulty might pos- 
sibly be met by the issue of an Order in Coun- 
cil which should be put into effect when the 
war had formally come to a close, and which 
should permit authors, English and American, 
to secure British copyright by making entry 
of their books at this date, with the waiver 
for these books of the requirement of the 
state for publication within twelve days of 
the date of issue elsewhere. 

9. You submitted the counter-suggestion 
that if such action might be taken by the 
copyright authorities on this side, it would 
he desirable to secure some action by the 
authorities in the States which should make 
similar provision for securing property rights 
for English authors that had technically, at 
least, been forfeited under the war conditions. 
| promised, in accordance with this suggestion 
to have introduced into the two houses of 
Congress a bill which should give ex pos: 
facto protection to books originating on this 
side, and which might now, thru the pro- 
duction of editions printed in America, comply 
with the requirements of the American 
statute. 

10. There was some delay in securing a re- 
port from your office to be submitted to our 
Secretary of State as to the action that could 
be taken on this side, but at the earliest mo- 
ment practicable after your report had reached 
the Secretary, I had a bill introduced in both 
houses, which provides for the necessary pro- 
tection for British authors. This bill was fav 
orably passed upon by the copyright commit 
tees of the two houses, but in connection wit! 
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the great pressure upon Congress during the 
last month of the session of matters having 
to do with the war settlements, it proved to 
be impracticable to have the bill brought to 
vote. The bill is now in a favorable posi- 
tion for action at the first session of the next 
Congress, and I have every reason to believe 
that there will be no material opposition, and 
that its enactment can be secured 

11. In the meantime, book manufacturing 
conditions are improving, and there is risk, 
from month to month, that there may be 
brought into the British market unauthorised 
editions of books by English as well as by 
American authors, whose copyright has been 
technically forfeited as a result of this em- 
bargo act. 

I am writing to inquire whether the au- 
thorities here might not, under these circum- 
stances, think it desirable to take early action 
in regard to the proposed Order in Council. 
| repeat that such action is important, not 
only for the fulfilment of the obligations ac- 
cepted under the treaty arrangement of 1891, 
but for the protection of the copyright prop- 
erty of English authors whose books have, 
during the past three years, been first brought 
into publication in the United States. 

I think that this report brings the record 
of the negotiations up to date. I shall, how- 
ever, hold myself in readiness to call at your 
office in case it may seem to you desirable for 
me to supplement this written report by a 
personal word.

Subsequent to this letter, Mr. Putnam re- 
ceived an invitation for consultation with 
Controller-General Frank, and had a confer- 
ence with him and with the legal adviser of 
his office. Both these officials emphasized the 
view expressed in conference with Mr. Put- 
nam last year, that the copyright relations 
between Great Britain and the United States, 
as embodied in the legislation of 1891 and 
1909, were quite unsatisfactory and that any 
specific action by the British authorities 
should be related with satisfactory amend- 
ment of American copyright legislation. After 
friendly discussion, it was agreed by the 
Controller-General that, in view of the diffi- 
culty of obtaining Parliamentary action at this 
time, as well as Congressional action, it would 
be advisable to deal specifically with the ques- 
tion of immediate relations. The serious 
danger was pointed out by Mr. Putnam that 
the property of American authors in which 
British publishers were keenly interestea 
might be seriously jeoparded because of the 
war embargo difficulties of the past, unless 
remedial action were immediately taken. 

There is good reason to hope that the 
Controller-General and his legal adviser will 
propose an Order in Council, with retroactive 
action, which will protect the books issued 
during the past five years which have not 
already been reprinted. Such an Order in 
Council would come into effect, however, only 
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if and when the Copyright Amendment now 
pending in Congress shall receive the Presi- 
dential signature. 


CopyrkiGHT HEARING IN WASHINGTON 

A hearing was given by the Patents Com- 
mitte of the House of Representatives on 
Wednesday morning, June 18th, with respect 
to the proposed amendment of the Copyright 
Bill, extending to British and other allied in- 
terests the same protection that had been 
granted to German and other enemy aliens. 
The hearing was prefaced by some remarks 
from Hon. John I. Nolan, the new Chairman 
of the House Committee on Patents, emphasiz- 
ing the importance of the Committee, and ex- 
pressing the hope that it would hereafter be 
more active in respect both to copyrights and 
patents. 

Those in attendance were the Register of 
Copyrights, Thorvald Solberg, and the Secre- 
tary of the Authors’ League of America, Eric 
Schuler, who presented briefly the reasons 
for the immediate passage of the proposed 
bill, which is necessary to protect American 
authors also, by obtaining reciprocity, especi- 
ally from the British authorities. It was 
understood that the Copyright Leagues and 
the Typographical Unions were in assent, tho 
not directly represented. Communications 
were received also from R. R. Bowker and 
others in support of the measure, which it is 
expected will have favorable report and early 
passage by the House and thence go to the 


Senate, where Senator Norris of Nebraska 
is the new Chairman of its Committee on 
Patents. 


Expedition is urged, that the bill may be- 
come law before the President’s proclamation 
of peace, so that friendly aliens may be on 
as good terms as enemy aliens.

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RARE BOOKS, AUTOGRAPHS AND PRINTS 









This department will again appear 
next fall under Mr. Hopkins’ editor- 
ship and in improved form. Suggestions 
from subscribers will be welcomed. 
October 4th will be a special Rare 
Book Number of the Publishers’ 
Weekly. 


The two sales of the Rodney papers and 
library held in Philadelphia this month will 
not complete the dispersal of the collection. 
There still remains material relating to colo- 
nial times, from the time of the Treaty of 
Peace to the Mexican War, which will be sold 


in the fall. 

A rare Bunyan sermon, “The Heavenly 
Footman,” ninth edition, 1750, to which is 
added the “Life and Death of John Bunyan” 
and “His Last Sermon” has recently been 
found. The Huntington library contains the 
rare first edition but of this ninth only three 
copies are known. Between the third and 
the ninth no copies have been located. 





The Bookplate Booklet, edited by Lieuten- 
ant Alfred Fowler, makes its appearance as 
Vol 1. No 1. of the third series of this publica- 
tion. The little publication is handsomely 
printed in good type and attractive form. It 
is almost a neecessity to one deeply interested 
in the subject of bookplates and promises to 
surpass the previous issues in interest and 
value. 

A catalog of early printed books illustrated 
with woodcuts together with a few block 
books and manuscripts in the style of block 
books, with over a hundred illustrations. just 
issued bv Bernard Quaritch of London, 
makes a bibliographical item of special inter- 
est and value. It contains 376 items, with 
scholarly notes, indexed, and ranging in value 
from £5 to £2750. Some extremely rare 
books of very great interest to students of 
this period are described. 





The exhibition of illustrated books at the 
New York Public Library is one of very 
great interest. Beginning with block books 
printed before the discovery of movable type, 
all phases of illustration, with specimens of 
the different processes wood-engraving. en- 
graving on copper, etching, lithography, and 
cheaper modern methods are represented by 
specimens covering the entire period of the 
use of each of these reproductive processes, 

The sale of books, art and other objects, 
including the library of the late Dr. Frank 
Jackson, member of the New York Iconophile 
Society and the Grolier Club, held on June 17 
and 18 at the Walpole Galleries was an in- 
teresting sale and altho the last of the sea- 
son. prices were well maintained. The Grolier 
Club books of which there were nearly a 
complete set brought good prices. “The 
Etched Work of Whistler.” compiled, ar- 





ranged and described by Edward G. Kennedy, 
4 vols., small folio, New York, Ig10, brought 
$420; Hamerton’s “Etchers and Etchings,”

$740; a miniature of Abraham _Lincol:

and the rarity of many of his first editions 
that have passed thru the auction room 
recent years appeal strongly to the collect 
3ut back of all is the merit of Stevenson 
an author. We who are a part of his ow! 
generation should not, perhaps, attempt to fix 
his final place in literature, but we can sa\ 
that he takes rank with the greatest master 
of the English language of our day a1 
this is enough to justify the regard in whic! 
he is held and to indicate that the collecting 
of his books is not a fleeting fashion. 


In the wonderful collection of autograp 
letters and manuscripts owned by W. kK 
3ixby of St Louis, no series is of greater 
American interest than the collection of 18 
letters from Nathaniel Howthorne to his wif 
which were the property of Julian Haw- 
thorne. These letters were printed by the So 
ciety of the Dofobs in an edition of 62 copies 
none of which were offered for sale, the 
whole edition being for the members and fot 
presentation purposes. The title of the book 
was “Love Letters of Nathaniel Hawthorn 
vol, 1., 1839-1841 (pp. xi-248) vol 2, 1841-18
